A Fair Canadian Medico Explains 
Why They Succeed. 

There are nine, medical: freshettes 
this autumn, and this is the largest 
“mind-the-paint’’? class since the wo- 
men began. to migrate from their 
own ‘‘Medical Building,’’ some ten 
years ago, to see if the men were 
gotting anything better than: they in 
the way of training. 

There are at! present over twenty- 
five women practicing ‘medicine in | 
Toronto, and after interviewing 
them thoughtfully and pondering 
much, an impression is gained, which 
appears -not “unreasonable, that in 
entering medicine, women are not 
usurping the natural field\of men, 
but regaining possession’ of a field 
for which they have; been endowed | 
by nature and which has been wrest- 
ed from them by strange processes 
of civilization.
